A. B. McDonald, newspaper report- 


er completed for the Ladies' Home 
Journal an exhaustive and convinc- 
ing review of illicit liquor, appearing 
in the May issue of Journal under 
title "Bootleg Liquor and How it 
Kills." 


The investigation was for the pur- 


pose of determining both the sources 
of bootleg supply, as well as its qual- 
ity, and each specimen was chemical- 
ly analyzed. None of the liquor so 
gathered was free from 
injurious 


poisons, but all of it contained dis- 
ease and death in some degree. 


Concerning the "moonshine stills," 


which it is said, are to-day supplying 
the largest amount of whisky. Mr. 
MacDonald says: 


"Another source of illicit booze is 


moonshine stills. This stuff is as dan- 
gerous as the others. It is loaded 
with aldehydes, the cause of'so many 
moonshine 
deaths 
in 
which 
the 


breath is shut off and the victim 
chokes and smothers to death while 
the heart continues to beat for sev- 
eral minutes. This poison is due to 
poor fermentation. The only way ro 
prevent it is to age the liquor in bar- 
rels of charred oak staves." 


Of 40,000 samples of liquor seized 


by government agents last year, says 
Mr. MacDonald, "only two per cent- 
were genuine; ninety-eight per cent, 
were imitations and unfit to drink. 
The majority were poisonous. Virtu- 
ally no liquor is coming into this 
country from Scotland. England or 
Continental Europe. All of the stuff 
smuggled in by rtnn runners is bad 
raw alcohol made in Cuba 
from 


blackstrap molasses, then shipped to 
Nassau, where it is colored and fla- 
vored. 
AH brands are made from 


the same vat and bottled under 
counterfeit labels and sent into the 
United States." 


Flour Protection Bill. 


Since approval of the 
so-called 


'"Flour Bill," amending clause five, 
section three, of the Pennsylvania 
Food Law of May 13. 1009. the office 
of the Bureau of Foods. Staie De- 
partment of Agriculture, has been re- 
ceiving inquiries asking what stand 
the Department intends to take in the 
matter. 


The answer is given in an official 


statement issued by Director James 
Foust of the Food Bureau, which 
was concurred in and approved by 
rhe Secretary of Agriculture, Frank 
P. Willits, and Attorney General 
George \V. Woodruff. The statement 
follows: 


"The Department of Agriculture 


will take no action for the present 
in connection with the manufacture 
or sale of aged, bleached or matured 
flour, pending further research and 
experimental 
investigation 
as 
to 


whether or not the riutrtitive value of 
Hour is injuriously affected by such 
aging, bleaching or maturing. 


"Should later 
developments 
dis- 


close that the aging, bleaching- or ma- 
turing of*8oar affects its quality or 
purity, or makes the flour appear 
belter than it really is. or that the 
substances used are 
injurious 
to 


health, action will then be taken by 
the Department through the proper 
agencies, as the Pennsylvania law 
does not legalize the bleaching or 
sour."
